GREATER NEW YORK 
BADLY ICEBOUND 


Rain Freezes as Fast as It De- 
y~scends, Delaying Traffic of 
All Sorts. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Rain and sleet, 
with a rising temperature, following the 
recent heavy snowstorms, have greatly im- 
peded trafficn and about New York. Tel- 
egraphic @ommunication has been consid- 
erably coeur and nearly all through 
trains from the West and North are de- 
layed, owing to slippery rails. 

In the ejty the rain and sleet which froze 
as soon as it struck the ground made walk- 
ing during the night hazardous and incon- 
venient and wherever there was a grade 
on the surface roads there was great trou- 


ble. On the elevated lines brilliant elec- 
trical displays marked the passing of trains 


Over the ice-coated third rail. 


Brooklyn appeared to suffer more than 
Manhattan. There the trolley-lines were 
in trouble, both overhead and under ground. 
Hundreds of persons who had attended 
Manhattan theaters were very late in 
reaching their homes after the _ perform- 
ances. At times the entire road system 
of the borough was practically tied up. 

As the rain descended it froze in a firm 
layer on all exposed rails and made electric 
circuits for the cars and trains almost im- 
possib’e. secause of the holiday an un- 
usually small number of cars were run in 
the borough and the ice had plenty time 
to form. 

On the Brooklyn elevated lines trains 
supposed to run in half an hour from the 
bridge to the end of the line required near- 
ly two hours for the trip. 

The snowfall of Sunday amounted to 
five inches, and before the rain and sleet 
began last night the bureau had succeeded 
in getting together only 3000 men and 400 
carts, so that little was done toward clear- 
ing the streets. Broadway cleared through- 
out its length and the principal spots where 
trafic congestgs were relieved. Elsewhere 
the snow was shoveled into huge hillocks.

CHICAGO'S TEAM 


SWEPT OFF FEET 


All-Star St. Louis Sockers De- 
feated Windy City Champions 
by 4 to 1 Score.

Rushed off their feet by a whirlwind at- 
tack, outdone in science and in every way 
Outplayed, Chicago’s champion association 
football team was decisively defeated by 
the All-Star St. Louis team Monday after- 
noon at Kulage Park. The score was 4 tol, 
and fairly indicates the comparative 
Strength of the teams. 

St. Louls won the opening game of the 
series Sunday, 2 to 1, and there were those 
among the spectators who believed that the 
Chieago players, after becoming used to 
St. Louis’ rough style of play, would by 
strategy and scientific work overcome this 
and win Monday's game. 

In striking contrast to predictions, St. 
Louis played a combination and pagsing 
game Monday fully as strong as the visi- 
tors, Ammans,. Cunningham and Kavan- 
naugh employed the same seemingly rough, 
aggressive tactics as on the day before 
but combined with these was a degree of 
science and skill that has not been seen 
on a St. Louis field this year or for sev- 
eral years. 

The St. Louis forwards and halfbacks 
are masters of body-checking. With their 
decided weight advantage over their op- 
ponents, Daly, Kavannaugh, Lyneh and 
others had only to stop suddenly when 
being charged by a Chicagoan, and the 
man would rebound from the shock or go 
bowling over the larger man's knee.

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FIRE FIGHTERS’ LONG HOURS. 

A Post-Dispatch reader calls attention to the fact that Chi- 
eago is taking steps for the improvement of its fire depart- 
ment, in the line of bettering the conditions under which fire- 
men work. He suggests a similar change for St. Louis. 

The Chicago City Council has passed an ordinance, pro- 
viding for a watch of twelve hours for each fireman, instead 
of continucts duty during the entire 24 hours, with the ex- 
ception of meal times and a recess of three hours for family 
visits. The contention of the Chicago alderman who proposed 
the law is that the twelve-hour watch not only enables the 
fireman to be an actual member of his family, thus placing 
him on a footing with other wage earners, but that the new 
watches can be so arranged that the department will gain in 
efficiency. 

Under the old system, it was necessary for the recess to be 
taken at the very hours when, as experience proved, danger 
from fires was most imminent. It is claimed that, under the 
proposed arrangement of hours, more men will be on watch 
when most needed than heretofore; and it is certain that they 
will be in a better condition to perform their arduous duties. 
The bunks and sliding poles will be abolished, and the men 
will be able to enjoy. home life. 

St. Louis firemen now have a twenty-four hour period of 
duty, staying at the engine houses al] the time, with the ex- 
ception of meal hours and brief recesses. It may be possible 
for St. Louis-to follow the example of Chicago with profit. 
The question is worth looking into. If possible, the fire 
fighters should be given better conditions, especially if the 
change will involve no deterioration in the service.

If the issue presented takes the shape of

by enactment of the power to scrutinize a 
demand made on it by the police board for 
appropriations from the city treasury.

TELEPATHY AMONG INSECTS. 


Not only the unworthy sluggard might 
observe the ant and other insects and 
profit thereby. Science each day adds to 
the wonders which these little creatures 
are capable of and puts human creatures 
to shame. 

This time it is a sixth sense which a 
notod scientist has discovered many insects 
ty be furtunate enough to possess. At 
least they are able to communicate with 
one another at great distances. 

This professor had two ailanthus trees 
in his yard, and these suggested the idea 
to him of obtaining from Japan some eggs 
of the ailanthus silk worm. He got a few, 
hatched the larvae and watched anxiously 
for the appearance of the first moths from 
the cocoons. He put one of the moths in 
a wicker cage and hung it on one of the 
ailanthus trees. This was a female moth. 
On the same evening he took a male moth 
to a cemetery, a mile and a half away, and 
let him loose, having previously marked 
him by tying a silken cord about his 
abdomen, s0 as to be able to identify him. 
The idea was to find out if the two moths 
would come together for the purpose of 
mating, these two being the only ones of 
their species within a distance of hundreds 
of miies. 


This power of locating each other had 
been previously observed in these insects. 
In the morning the two moths were found 
to be in the same cage, the female having 
been able to attract her mate from a dis- 
tance of a mile and a half. 

Comparatively little is known about the 
ordinary senses of insects. Most of them 
see well, the eyes of many being far 
more elaborate than those of the human 
being. ‘The eyes of common housefiles and 
dragon files are believed to be better fitted 
than the human eye for observing ovjects 
in motion, though these creatures are 
short sighted. 

That insects have the sense of taste can 
not be doubted when it is observed how 
nice they are in their selection of foods. 
That they have smell] is a matter of com- 
mon observation. Most insects are deaf to 
sounds which are heard by human beings. 
At the same time, there ds no doubt that 
they make and hear sounds which are 
entirely out of our range of hearing. 

Certain senses in insects appear to be 
beyond comprehension. The neuters among 
ants, known as the ‘‘termites,’’ are blind, 
and yet they will reduce a of wood 
in their burrowings without once gnawing 
to the surface. An analogy is found among

INCIDENTS OF THE 
GREAT GOOD WORK 


Guests Assist the Blind 
the Tables, and All 


Fourteen thousand is the estimated num- 
ber of persons who dined at the Coliseum 
yesterday as guests of the Post-Dispatch 
QChristmas Festival Fund. 

Ten thousand children, their mothers and 
fathers were admitted on tickets to the 
Coliseum, Notwithstanding the industry 
of the charity organizations through which 
tickets were distributed, a number of 
worthy persons were not found by their 
agents and when these applied at the 
Fourteenth street door of the Coliseum 
they were admitted by committeemen who 
saw their need. Three thousand tickets 
were issued by the same agencies to single 
men who dined in the east nave. Here 
too, there were numerous instances of ap- 
plications from hungry men who had not 
secured tickets and the committee's in- 
structions being liberal they were admit- 
ted. 

Thus the total was swelled to 14,000 or 
more. The number was in excess of orig- 
inal estimates, but the dinner committee 
was able to secure sufficient additional 
supplies on short notice so that ali might 
be fed. 

The tables in the arena were occupied 
by six successive groups of children and 
women, while is was necessary to admit 
the single men in 12 detachments to the 
tables in the nave. 

Seymour’s band delighted the vast 
throng all day, with intervals of music by 
the Salvation Army band. 

One of the prettiest features of the 
Christmas Festival was the entry of Santa 
Claus, gorgeously arrayed, riding an auto- 
mobile with only a chauffcur and little 
children for his companions and preceded 
by the Letter Carriers’ Band. This really 
excellent organization of amateur musi- 
cians plays only on festival occasions, 
usually such as occur in celebration of 
national events, 

The band, 35 strong and under the lead- 
ershop of Frank Weber, a veteran army 
bandsman and now a letter carrier in 
Carondelet, showed a solid front. Each 
of the men had made his regular Christ- 
mas delivery and then hurried to do his 
part for the great charity festival. Not 
one was missing. They showed the same 
interest which enables them to maintain 
their organization with thelr own dona- 
tions and without accepting engagements 
which would interfere with the employ- 
ment of professional musicians. 

The great crowd of guestsin the 
Coliseum drowned the sound of the 
horns in great shouts of welcome as the 
band marched in, and then the boys in 
the amphitheater took up the strain of 
their march, whistling in splendid accom- 
paniment until the appearance of Santa's 
automobile, his scarlet coat and white hair, 
took the pucker out of their lips. 


Scenes in the Coliseum. 

From dawn to dark the Coliseum was 
surcharged with happiness. In the throng 
of 14,000 persons, who were guests of the 
great Post-Dispatch Christmas festival 
there was not a sour face. Not a cross 
word was heard in the crowded arena dur- 
ing the livelong day. Even the long army 
of hungry men who stood on the Thir- 
teenth street side of the building waiting 
for hours for their turn at the tables 
were patient, kindly. There was no shov- 
ing in the line. The spirit of Christmas, 
which permeated the building had reached 
their lines, touched thelr hearts. 

For two blocks on the Fourteenth 
Street side of the Coliseum the street was 
a solid mass of men, women and children 
two hours before the magic minute 10:20 
o'clock came round and the doors were 
open. What a great rush there was. 
Steadily, swiftly they streamed into the 
building, with the continuity of a big 
black band, winding about a wheel. 

Their faces were wreathed in Christmas 
smiles, smiles which melted into broad 
grins of satisfaction when they filed into 
their seats and saw the great Christmas 
tree. and the rich odors which were waft- 
ed to their hungry nostrils from the long 
tables of savory food, the warm, fresh air 
of the Coliseum, the music and the holiday 
spirit brought a feeling of delicious com- 
fort. 

The half hundred patrolmen, under Ser- 
geant Meehan, had Httle work to do. The 
guests were so happy, so joyous, that they 
took their seats orderly and as quietly as 
though they were in church. Men helped 
tired mothers whom they had never met 
before to find a place for their children. 
Guests who used crutches were given spe- 
cial care, 

‘three blind men were aided to their 
seats right down on the front row by com- 
rades, who became a self-appointed spec- 
ial guard of honor for them. 

In a twinkle it seems, after the doors 
were opened the Coliseum blossomed forth 
a flowergarden of humanity, with men, wo-

“Bobby Wallace couldn't find a space 
large enough to throw a ball through,” a 
baseball fan said in trying to tell his 
friend how close the guests sat together.

Every seat in the great building was oc- 
cuplied when Santa Claus came at noon and 
formally opened the great festival. Tier 
upon tier even to the dark recesses near the 
roof his worshippers waited to cry him wel- 
come, 

The boxes reaching entirely around the 
arena were crowded with folks of fashion 
who had come, not to dine at the tables, 
but to see the greatest festival of the year. 

The great hall hummed with conversation, 
the delighted cries of children, the calls 
of waiters about the tables. The noise 
biended into one sound, like the steady 
persistent roar of giant machinery. , 

Blossoming into a thing of ‘beautiful 
multicolored life, with the giittering glass 
baubles on it glowing Mke many fireflies, 
the tree stood in glory. 

Small wonder that the cheers and clap- 
ping of hands made a noise that reached 
the streets and was heard blocks away. 

“Beautiful, oh so beautiful,” cried Frau 
Franz Frolich, who is the guest of Miss 
Rohwer. Clapping her hands. she stood on 
a chair greeting the tree. No greater trib- 
ute could be paid it for Frau Fyrolich 
just recently came from Berlin, with her 
husband, a distinguished civil engineer, the 
home of Christmas trees. But not even 
a Emperor had so magnificent a tree as 
that. 

“This is the grandest dinner that I ever 
saw,’ she said. “I had no idea that there 
were sO many needy persons in the world.”

First of all the guests to reach the table 
were the three blind men.
